The 
schools for the deaf should employ 
a competent machinist, one wh< 
instruct the deaf, and equip a modern 
department with every ;

industrial intelligence and skill. 

The production methods nowadays 
are such that workmen can not have 
training while at work. 

Almost any industry will hire the 
deaf if they are intelligent an J 
handy with tools.
